Over forty years ago Charles Messer Stow, then Antiques 
Editor, The New York Sun, noted that collectors of glass 
and chinaware, dolls, pewter, lighting devices and other 
early American artifacts enjoyed the fellowship of their 
national associations, but collectors of American histor¬ 
ical prints had not yet organized for mutual benefit. 

That omission continued until June 6-7, 1975, when 82 
collectors of 17th through 19th century aquatints, mezzo¬ 
tints, copper and steel engravings, etchings, lithographs 
and woodcuts illustrating early American life met at 
Heritage Plantation of Sandwich, Massachusetts to form 
the American Historical Print Collectors Society. 

Provisional by-laws were adopted, and the Society's man¬ 
agement was vested in officers, elected at that meeting, 
and in a Board of Directors. The Society's objectives, 
as defined by the by-laws, are: 

To foster the collection, preservation, study, and 
exhibition of original historical American prints 
produced from the beginning of the seventeenth to 
the end of the nineteenth centuries; 

To encourage and support research and the develop¬ 
ment of publications helpful to the appreciation 
and conservation of such historical prints, and;

I am returning herewith your 1808 1/2 cent which only shows 4 berries 
on the last branch. The disappearance of berries on this variety 
was first reported in 1878 by John Haseltine in the auction catalog 
of October 30, 1878. This is somewhat described by Breen in his 
book as Die State VI. It is also mentioned by Cohen that some 
of the berries cannot be seen even on uncirculated specimans. 

Die State VII has 3 of the berries which are missing. 

Therefore, your piece is one of these pieces which has a weak state 
of the berries. This was probably caused by polishing the face 
of the die to eliminate rust. 

I have a friend who collects die states so that if you wish to 
dispose of it for money or trade it for something which is more 
interesting to you, please let me know. 

I hope I have been helpful.

Becently.I read the article on the Bank of Worth America written by 
Weil Shafer which appeared in the Bank Wote Reporter. I wrote to Mr. 

Shafer concerning a note of the B. of W.A. in my possession, and he sugg¬ 
ested that I write to you. 

The note in question is one I acquired from a dealer last year. It 
is a $20. note of the Bank of Worth America dated "the 6 day of May 1791", 
serial number 238, plate letter "B". It bears the signatures Hichard 7/ells 
cashier, and J. Wixon president. The ink is definitely very old and has 
corroded the paper; this is especially true in the case of Mr. Wells’ sig¬ 
nature where the paper is partly eaten away and is very fragile. Apart 
from this ink.corrosion the note is in fine to very fine condition. The 
reverse contains the word "TWEWTY” printed in reverse in very large ornate 
script so that it shows through the front the right way around. In addition 
the paper is watermarked with the name of the bank in block letters. 

What I am trying to find out is if, in your opinion, this note is a 
genuine issued note, a contemporary counterfeit, or perhaps a proof that 
was filled in at a later date. The latter does not appear as likely due 
to the great age of the ink signatures. Are the signatures of Wells and 
Wixon consistant with the 1791 date, and when did these gentlemen hold 
these offices? The final question is whether B genuine B. of W.A. notes are 
still redeemable at face value since the bank’s successor still exists. Of 
course I realize that the numismatic value of such notes would be far more 
than the face value, but it would still be interesting to know the answer.
